“came to his death as the result of j 
being struck by an automobile driven 
by Clarence Cross in a reckless man­ 
ner considering the time of day and i 
the amount of traffic passing.” 
The chilli was killed Sunday even­ 
ing about 6:50 o’clock when he stepped t 
from behind a cow he was driving in 
company writh his brother, directly 
into tho path of the machine driven ‘ 
by Cross, colored, of Gettysburg. 
Coroner Ruch stated late this after­ 
noon that he intended to turn the r e - | 
fcults of the investigation over to the 
district attorney of Cumberland county 
and that the matter would rest with 
that official. 
A numlxT of witnesses, residing 
near the home of Bruce Cline, an un­ 
cle of the bo y , and iii frord of who-'* 
home the accident occurred, testified 
at the inquest and while a motorist, 
who was following t rosy at the time 
of the acrid *nt, hut whose name could 
not bt* learned, testified that Oro- 
was not traveling at un excessive rate 
of speed, other witnesses claimed that 
he wan “making pretty good tim e.” j 
The lad suffered fractures of the 
>kull, collarbones, both kg. and his 
face and chest were badly crushed 
lie was the second oldest son of Mr.'

Cumberland county, and was a first 
year student at the Idaville school.

FARM WEATHER REPORT 


Eastern Pennsylvania: Mostly 
cloudy tonight and Wednesday; 
not much change in temperature. 


With the hunting season opened, 
when thousands of hunters will be 
tho woods, warning is given out by 
the Pennsylvania Department of For­ 
ests and Waters to all who go into 
the Woods to use every precaution in 
the prevention of forest fires. 
Tho hunting season and the fall 
forest fire season come together. Writh 
the dry leaves and dead grass cover­ 
ing th? ground, a carelessly left camp 
fire, burning tobacco, or a 
pile of 
burning leaves may result in a fire 
of large area, doing great damage. 
It is to the advantage of all persons 
in or near wooded areas to use the 
utmost care with fire. 
t 
“The sportsman who protects the 
forest from fire,” said 
George 
H. 
Wirt, chief forest fire warden, in an 
interview today, “does the greatest 
thing thut can be done for the pro­ 
tection of game. 
Recent rains and 
the absence of frosts, have eliminated 
the danger of serious forest fires so 
far this fall. 
But several hot windy 
days may make conditions right for 


destructive forest fires to burn. 
The 
sportsman cannot afford to take any 
chance with fire in any way from 
which a forest fire may arise. 
He 
should get the habit of being care­ 
ful with matches, tobacco, and camp 
fires now* so that when dry days come 
there will he no damage done to the 
home and food of the game nor to 
th* game itself. 
ll is usually the 
unloaded gun that kills someone. 
So 
it is the careless act with fire Vhat 
starts the wild fire, that destroys the 
forests and game.” 
Recent studies have 
shown 
that 
birds and animals are kilh*d by forest 
fires because of their homing instinct. 
They are driven from their haunts by 
the forest fire and thin return l>c- 
fore the ashes are cold. 
Their feet 
and legs are injured or they may 
i become burned on the body so that 
they die. 
A true sportsman will give 
his 
quarry 
at least 
a 
reasonable 
chance to save itself. 
Letting a for- 
* est fire get started or continue to 
I burn is a sure sign of a poor sport.

OF APPLE PACKS 


IS URGED HERE 


Speaker Tells Lion Club 
Members That Need 
Of County Grow­ 
ers Is Adver­ 
tising. 


Adams county and the area about 
it, particularly through Maryland and 
Virginia. is rapidly 
becoming 
the 
greatest apple producing section in 
th** United States, P. R. Taylor, di­ 
rector of the state bureau of m ar­ 
kets, said at the weekly 
luncheon 
meeting of the Lions’ club at the Ho­ 
tel Gettysburg, Monday evening. 
“The great apple areas 
of 
the 
northwest have reached their peak 
and are on the decline, western New 
York is just about holding its own, 
but the territory from Adams eounty 
south through Maryland and Virginia 
is just entering its period of greatest 
production,” he declared. 
Urges Advertising 
Mr. Taylor pointed out that there 
is not only keen competition between 
fruits, but between producing areas 
as well, citing these facts as reasons 
why fruit growers should standardize 
their pack and advertise their prod­ 
uct. Grading of fruit and advertis­ 
ing were begun in the west, but the 
cast is rapidly becoming aware of tho 
possibilities of putting up uniformly- 
sized and colored fruit and telling 
prospective buyers 
about 
it, 
the 
speaker continued. 
“Compet itors of the apple industry 
are advertising extensively and per­ 
sistently,” Mr. Taylor said, “to tell 
the consumers about their products. 
Most of the desserts 
advertised 
in 
leading women’s magazines are com­ 
petitors of the apple.” 
In a survey conducted among 3.000 
New York families, it was found that 
57 per cent of the people used apples 
raw, 15 per cent used them in apple 
sauce, 13 per cent baked them, l l 
per cent used them in pies and 3 per 
cent used them in salads, Mr. Tay­ 
lor told the Lions. 
Apples Best Shippers 
Twenty-five years ago, the apple 
was the leading fruit of the country', 
the speaker said, few 
oranges 
or 
grapes were raised and the citrus in­ 
dustry was small. 
Last year 133.000 
carloads of apples were shipped in 
the United States as compared with 
30.000 carloads of cantaloupes, 18,- 
000 carloads of grape fruit, 75,000 
carloads of oranges, 13,000 carloads 
of lemons, 78,000 carloads of grapes, 
41.000 carloads of peaches and 18,000 
carloads of pears, Mr. Taylor declar- 
ed. 
Monday was the first day of N a­ 
tional Apple Week, and Mr. Taylor’s 
remarks were decidedly appropriate. 
He stressed the importance of N a­ 
tional Apple Week, its growth in the 
last ten years and the plans of those 
in charge of it to extend its message 
to a year-round advertising campaign 
so that the apple “may take its right­ 
ful place with other fruits.” 
Mr. 
Taylor pointed out that a million and 
a half dollars was spent to advertise 
just one brand of oranges 
in 
the 
United States last year. 
The Lions found an abundance of 
apples and cider on the tables, and 
the grill of the Hotel Gettysburg was 
testily 
decorated in the colors of 
Halloween, for the luncheon. Candles 
furnished light_for the meeting, and 
a large jack-o-lantern was placed at 
the head of the table in front of 
President Wallace V’. Peters.

Lindbergh’s 
tour was sponsored. 
In September, wrote New, air mail 
planes carried 146,088 pounds of let­ 
ters as compared with 96,925 pounds 
in April, the month before Lindbergh’s 
flight to Paris. 
Every 
intervening 
month showed a gain. 
‘‘W ithout 
doubt 
substantial 
en­ 
couragement has been given to use of 
the air mail by Colonel Lindbergh's 
tour/’ said the postmaster general. 
"It is quite difficult to determine ex ­ 
actly what portion of this increase is 
due directly to the tour, but at every 
office where Lindbergh visited there 
was a substantial increase, especially 
for that day. 
The net result, I am 
sure, will prove that definite gain was 
made.”
